that deaths and amputations from wounds have been 
reduced to the lowest proportion ever known. If the 


i doctors reach a man within four or five hours after 
1 he is wounded they are pretty sure to beat the 


tetanus and gangrene bacilli. 
Development of 


^anaesthetics and antiseptics has rendered radical 
operations relatively painless and always successful 
if applied in time. The physician and surgeon has 
attained complete control of wound infection—to 
the extent that' of those who survive six: hours after 
being hit 90 per cent recover; of those who reach 
the field hospital 95 per cent, and of those who 


, reach a base hospital 98 per cent

This work of relief and mercy and snccor behind

Of course, if there 
is a deficit to be made up by congressional appro- 
priations before the owners of the railroads receive 
their guaranteed income, the expense of the soldiers'

Flanders to Be "* 


Silenced 


A Fleming, moved to eorro-w by the 


seizure of the Delia decreed by the oc- 
cupant of Belgian territory, has an 
article In a gfeat Dutch, paper, the 
most characteristic passages of which 
ar« translated belo-w:

composite equivalent," and which thus, 
far seems the most feasible, recom-, 
mended by E. E. Thornton, operating 
superintendent of the Key System. 


All but the Greene-Prouty plan will 
necessitate increased rates ranging! 
from 55 to 83 per cent to net the Key 
Route a 7 per cent return on its in- | 
vestment.

' Is upheld. According to this latest ruling, all men of the draft age, -whether 


or not exempt from the draft, must find "useful occupation," and baseball 
and professional sports are not listed as "useful occupations." 


Take the case of the Oaks—practically all of the players are exempt from 


draft through families and dependents, but under this new ruling, Rube 
Gardner and Clyde ^Vares would probably be the only Oaks who would not 
be required to quit baseball and go into useful occupations. 
Gardner and 


Wares are over the draft age and thus would not come under this order. 


Cal Ewing, president of the Oakland club, declared this morning that he 


believes the Coast League could continue operations -with a turn to younger 
players, picking the boys from among those who are under the draft age. 
Ewing- points to the fact that in the winter leagues around the bay there 
were scores of young players who could be picked up. 


But the other clubs of the league have not taken kindly to the Idea of 


young players, which Ewing had always stood for, and the Oaks might be the 
only club that would be able to work out a roster from the youngsters. The 
same suggestion for the use of players under the draft age has been made in 
the East and the general sentiment seemed to be that the leagues would not 
try that experiment as being- too much of a risk after professional' ball had 
been officially stamped as not a "useful occupation" during war times. This 
objection seemed based on the theory that the boys under draft age if avail- 
able for baseball might better be used in some "useful" occupation during 
the war. 


The same would apply to other clubs ol the league, -which are mad« up

as the Columbia Steel, the sugar refinery at Crockett, the Standard Oil plant 
nt Richmond and' other Industrial plants which give a chance for baseball 
as a side issue and which are classed aa "useful occupations." 


Following- is part of the despatch from Washington which shows that al- 


though no test case has come up Involving baseball, the indications all point 
to the informal interpretation being carried through that -would result in 
closing up professional baseball leagues. 


WASHIXGTOX, May 23.—The provost marshal general was asked whether 


baseball players and other professional athletes would come under the pur- 
view of the order. He said that pending'reference of an actual case to him 
by some local board no ruling would be made. Inasmuch, however, as the 
instructions to local boards specified "persons • * • engaged and occupied 
in and in connection with games, sports and amusem*its," it was thought 
here that baseball players of draft age would have to show very good reason 
why they were indispensable to the public goofl.
